HAS MADE ON SECTION 32 AND SECTION 502B, ALONG WITH RUN- 
DOWN OF EMBASSY REPORTING TO WASHINGTON IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THESE LEGISLATIVE REQUIREMENTS. CODEL WILL ALSO 
INQUIRE AS TO NATURE OF EMBASSY SOURCES FOR INFORMATION

WILL MAKE OTHER APPOINTMENTS AFTE, ARRIVAL. (DEPT IS SUG- 
GESTING TAT CODEL MEET WITH BROADER SPECTRUM OF KOREAN 
LEADERS. IN ADDITION TO ABOVE.) 
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7. FOR MANILA: CODEL WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY ASSISTANCE 
IN ARRANGING THE FOLLOWING APPOINTMENTS: PRESIDENT MARCOS; 
ARCHBISHOP SIN; JOSE B. L. REYES; LA VERNE MERCADO, 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES; JOAQUIN ROCES; FOREIGN 
MINISTER ROMULO. IN ADDITION, CODEL WOULD HOPE VISIT 
SERGIO OSMENA, III AND EUGENIO LOPEZ, JR. 

8. FOR TOKYO: CODEL WILL WANT TO TALK TO JAPANESE 
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OFFICIALS, ACADEMICS, BUSINESSMEN, ETC. ON SUBJECT OF 
JAPANESE ATTITUDES TOWARD AND INTEREST IN KOREA, AS WELL 
AS JAPANESE PERCEPTIONS OF US POLICY TOWARD KOREA. CODEL 
MAY HAVE SPECIFIC SUGGESTIONS OR REQUESTS PRIOR TO DE-
